A fter five ballots had been taken w ith 
no choice the convention took a recess 
until 8 p. in. to night in the sam e hall. 
On all but the tlrst ballot Hon. Jus. 
A. G allivan of w ard 13 led, but his h ig h ­ 
est vote was far from app roachin g the 
66 necessary for choice. 
On the first ballot Joseph A. Corn y of 
w ard 2 had, 
besides the 32 votes 
of 
w ards I and 2, and W inthrop, the solid 
su pp ort of C o ngressm an F itzg erald's 
delegation, 19 in all, from w ard 6. 
T his gave Mr. Corny GI votes. 
Hie 
largest nu m b er polled by an y candidate 
d urin g the balloting. 
On this ballot 
w ard 8 m ight 
h ave 
nom inated th e E a s t B oston can didate 
but M artin L o m asn ey ’s men voted on 
this, as they did on all subsequent b al­ 
lots. for G allivan. 
A fter 
the first ballot C ongressm an 
F itzgerald distrib uted with strict 
im ­ 
p artiality the votes of w ard 6 am on g 
the four candidates. 
He w as not v o t­ 
ed for a t all last night. 
On 
all the ballots Ctonry hail E a st 
Boston 
and W in th ro p 
and w h atever 
votes were thro w n to him from w ard 6. 
Joseph J. C orbett of C harlestow n held 
the w ard 3 votes. John A. K eliher 
of 
w ard 9 had his own w ard and w ard 7, 
and "Jim m y ” Gallivan had throughout 
the evening w ards 13 an d S. 
T he support of each can didate w as 
increased on each ballot a fte r the first 
by four or five votes, as the case might 
be, from w ard 6. 
Congressm an F itzg e rald ’s play w as 
the interesting Incident of tho evening.

T he fire was discovered by the p a ­ 
trolm an on the beat, who sounded an 
a larm at 2.38. 
W hen the firemen arriv e d on 
the 
scene, the room occupied by the three 
persons w as filled with smoke, and it 
was not know n at th a t tim e th at any 
fatality had occurred. 
As soon as the blaze, which w as of 
a trifling nature, had been extinguished 
the firemen in m aking a fu rth e r inves­ 
tigation stum bled over th e body of a 
m an on the floor. 
By the aid of la n tern s 
they 
then 
m ade a fu rth e r search, and discovered 
two more bodies on the bed which was 
partially burned. 
The rem ains were tak en o ut an d la t­ 


er were given In charge of an u nd er­ 
taker. 
It could not be ascertained wit ii cer­ 
tainty how the fire started , but it is 
supposed to have t au g h t from un over­ 
heated stovepipe In a n o th e r connecting 
room, used as a kitchen. 
The body of Mr. Touzalin was riot so 
badly burned us those of 
his 
sons. 
T heir rem ains were charred tit a crisp. 
Touzalin had lived in the place ten 
years, enlarging his prim itive 
a b o d e 
from time to tim e by the addition of 
boards w hich he picked tip from nearby 
places. 
He carried oil th e bit.sines of wood 
peddling, atnl on one side hail another 
shed w here In* prepared the wood for 
m arket. 
Two years ago the wife of Mr. Touzii- 
11n was fatally burned in the 
same 
sh a n ty in which he and his tw o boys 
perished this m orning. 
At the time she was p rep arin g the 
evening meal, w hen her dress caught 
fire from the stove. 
She was taken to 
the city hospital, w here she died sh o rt­ 
ly after her arrival.

Goebel, de­ 
fendant himself being the chief partici­ 
pant. The court room w as filled an i the 
excitement intense. 
D. E. Armstrong-, 
the Louisville detective, had Just told 
of hie talks with Y o u ts e y before and 
after his arrest. 
Then Arthur Goebel 
w as put on the stand and Judge Ben 
Williams, who for the first time 
ap 
peared 
for the prosecution, 
did the 
questioning. 
Arthur Goebel said: 
“I talked with 
Youtsey the day he was arrested, late 
In the afternoon, in the jail at F ran k ­ 
fort. In reference to the murder of my 
brother.” 
Just at this point, Youtsey' arose be­ 
hind his attorneys and in a loud voice 
said: 
"It is untrue; it Is a lie. I never spoke 
a word to that man in my life, nor he 
to me.” 
Col. Crawford asked hlhi to bt* quiet 
and sit down and others took hold of 
him. 
“I will riot sit down. 
I never spoke 
a word to that man. 
It is untrue.” 
He 
was shouting by this time and 
every' one w as becoming excited. 
Goe­ 
bel's wife sprang to his side and while 
endeavoring 
to make him 
sit down 
could be heard saying: 
“Now that you have killed m y hus­ 
band I suppose you are satisfied.” 
Then Youtsey 
hysterically 
shouted 
again; I am innocent, 
there is no blood 
on my hands; these men are sw earing 
my life away'.” 
Two or three deputy sheriffs went ov­ 
er and grabbed him. He struggled wild­ 


ly and said: “Let me alone. 
I will sit 
down.” 
Arthur Goebel meanwhile sat sphinx 
like in 
the w itness chair 
and never 
turned his head. 
Finally after Yout- 
sey w as forced into a seat he shouted 
again: 
“Goebel Is not dead; all the demons 
in hell could not kill him." 
“Mr. Sheriff, if the defendant 
doe 
not behave himself, put handcuffs 
on 
him,” said Judge Cantrill. 
Meanwhile 
the 
audience 
could not 
be forced to 
keep their seats until the Judge threat­ 
ened to fine those who stood up. 
Y’out- 
sey setteld back in his chair, closed his 
eyes and seemed in a state of collapse. 
He waved his handkerchief above his 
head in an aimless sort of a w ay and 
groaned arid cried hysterically. Finally 
quiet was restored and Judge Williams 
asked Arthur Goebel another question 
when Col. Crawford asked a postpone­ 
ment of the trial until today on account 
of the defendant's condition. 
Judge 
Cantrill said he could see no cause or 
reason for the defendant’s outbreak, 
but in justice to his attorneys, he would 
postpone the case until today. 
Mr. Franklin said the commonwealth 
had not the slightest objections to ad­ 
journing until today', and the court so 
adjourned.

Y outsey still occupied his chair with 
his eyes closed, apparently' in 
a half 
fainting condition. 
After 
the crowd 
passed out Jailer Reid

carried Youtsey to the jail, as he w as 
unable to walk.

He has now

He is openly denounced 
as a traitor, 
and it is said by them that 
but for the

The suit, which is to 
recover the sum of $7022 from the Provi­ 
dent Life and T rust company, u one of 
the most remarkable in the history of life 
insurance. 
The tragedy which ended the life of 
Mrs. Shortlidge was enacted in Media on 
a New ii e a r s Eve, and caused a great 
sensation. 
in November, 1893, Prof. Shortlidge m ar­ 
ried Miss Marie Dixon Jones, his second 
wife. 
Shortly after this marriage, the 
professor began to act strangely. On the 
night of the killing, six weeks after th* 
marriage he invited his wife to go out 
with him for a walk. 
She demurred, but 
he commanded her to follow him and 
when they had gone a short distance he 
drew a revolver and shot her through trie 
heart, lie then made an attem pt to com­ 
mit suicide, but was disarmed by a neigh­ 
bor. 
In Hie trial which followed, Prof. Hhort- 
lidge was acquitted on the ground of in­ 
sanity and was confined in an asylum 
until a year ago.

On th® 
night of the killing, six weeks after th® 
marriage lie invited his wife to go out 
with him for a walk. 
She demurred, but 
he commanded her to follow' him and 
when they had gone a short distance he 
drew a revolver and shot her through tn® 
heart. He then made an attem pt to com­ 
mit suicide, but was disarmed by a neigh­ 
bor. 
In the trial which followed, Prof. Short­ 
lidge was acquitted on the ground of in­ 
sanity and was confined in an asylum 
until a year ago.

On the 
night of the killing, six weeks after th* 
marriage he invited his wife to go out 
with him for a walk. 
She demurred, but 
he commanded her to follow him and 
when they had gone a short distance he 
drew a revolver arui shot her through th* 
heart. He then made an attem pt to com­ 
mit suicide, but wa,s disarmed by a neigh­ 
bor. 
In the trial which followed, Prof. Short­ 
lidge was acquitted on the ground of in ­ 
sanity and was confined In an asylum 
until a year ago.
